The achievement medians are here reported adjusted 
to the ability ratings of the pupils. 

Table I, when compared with the similar table for 1936- 
1937, shows that as your number of pupils decreases the 
cost per pupil increases. Total cost decreases only slightly 
because repairs, fuel, teachers, janitors and some other 
items remain rather constant in cost. The decrease is large- 
ly in the amount paid for high school tuition. It should be 
borne in mind also that the tables represent the school year 
ended last July 1, not the present school year. 

Table II shows that the pupil achievement for the 
Town increased very satisfactorily. The average achieve- 
ment for all school rooms was slightly more than a standard 
year’s work with only two grades at Center Rutland and 
only one one-room school below standard. We are approach- 
ing much more nearly the ideal situation mentioned in last 
year’s report which would be to have the achievement of 
from .1 to .4 above the standard achievement median, with 
more pupils actively participating in the work of each school 
room rather than passively memorizing soon forgotten facts 
as has been the case in the schools of the past. 

REPAIRS 

The Post and Mill Village Schools were improved dur- 
ing the summer of 1938 by extensive repairs. The wood- 
sheds were attached to the buildings, making both schools 
more convenient and getting the sheds into good repair 
again. A new chimney was built at Mill Village and the 
ceiling and side walls were renewed and painted. The venti- 
lation at Post School was improved and with P. T. A. as- 
sistance a new lavatory was installed. These and other 
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improvements place these two schools again in the list of 
those which are in the “superior” rating. 

The Dyer School should have an extensive repair pro- 
gram carried out the coming year. A W.P.A. project has 
been approved for this school and the growing enrollment 
in addition to the excess of pupils at Haiti School makes an 
additional room highly advisable. In successive years I 
would recommend extensive repairs at both Haiti and 
Cheney Hill schools in order to make them again satisfac- 
tory for use. 

Another matter which should be mentioned in connec- 
tion with the repair program is the possibility of consolida- 
tion of the Post, Haiti, Mill Village and Cheney Hill schools. 
Such a consolidation would be a distinct advantage to the 
pupils and to the communities for not only is teaching moie 
efficiently carried on in such a school, but the school build- 
ing if adequately constructed would provide a very desir- 
able community center for adult activities as well as for the 
pupils. Present means of transportation make consolidation 
fully practicable and a growing practice. 

The swings and other play equipment should be re- 
paired at nearly all schools. Very little has been done in this 
respect for some years while the equipment has of course 
had very hard and constant use. 

TRANSFER OF INSTRUCTORS 

Since the enrollment at Center Rutland has grown 
smaller for some years there is no longer a need for four 
instructors. The enrollment at Dyer has been too great for 
one instructor for several years and at Haiti for the past 
two years. It seemed wise to transfer one teacher to Dyer 
School to help to take care of the situation there. If another 
room is added to that school the excess enrollment from 
Haiti can be accommodated there instead of transferring 
them to Center Rutland as at present. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 

1. Carry out W.P.A. project at Dyer school as ap- 
proved. 

2. Repair play equipment. 

3. Plan for reconstruction of Haiti and Cheney Hill 
schools or for consolidation of the four one-room buildings 
in the next few years. 

One observation has bothered me considerably in recent 
years. It is the fact that the school people have not been 
able to keep the public generally informed regarding school 
changes and the reasons for them. There is much informa- 
tion available regarding this subject in P.T.A. magazines 
and in various books on the subject. Character education 
and development, the development of an attitude of co- 
operativeness in pupils rather than undue competition, and 
many other objectives of better future citizenship are being 
developed. These changed objectives are favored by the 
leading thinkers of all political parties and by socialogists 
and educators. I shall be glad to meet with any interested 
parties, study groups or Parent-Teacher Associations to dis- 
cuss educational objectives or other school questions at any 
time when I can do so. 

The fine and improving spirit of the people of Rutland 
Town toward a school support is greatly appreciated not 
only by the administration of the schools but by the teachers 
and pupils.
